Mr James Mortimer, the 
parly"s general secretary. says in 
his annual report for the Brighton 
Party conference. which starls on 
October 2, 1hat lhe proportion of 
voices cast for Labour has fallen 
Irom 43.8 per cent in 1951 1o jusl 
238.3 per cent last June. 

“The party is now in a position 
where quick. superficial reasons 
far our defeal will not suffice. Wc 
mus1 make a serious study of the 
sleady declıne in the parly’s 
appeal 10 all sections of the 
community over the las1 30 rears, 
if we are lo reverse the silualigon 
before ıt is too late." 


But ın a srparulv rcporî on {he 
elceuon campuiyn. Mr Morlimer 
concludcts that the parly should 
stich tu its pol = and change 
the voters’ views.

was $41.233 in favour. and 
416.156 againsl. The turnout was 
54.59 per cent. out of the 
3.358.000 electorate. 

Of the 41 clectoral constilu« 
encics on which thc referendum 
was based. just five. four of them 
in_ Dublin and the other in 
ncighbouring Dur Ladhaire, 
came down against the refer- 
endum call.

Mrs Kate Losinska. president 
of the Civil and Public Services 
Association read out the last part 
of an emergency motion which 
could not be admitted to the 
agenda “in order to remove any 
donbts which have been created 
by this publicity." 

Mrs Losinska ssid that 
Solidarity members in Poland 
ought to be glad that Mir 
Scargill's letter had reminded 
people in this country about the 
organization and its problems. 
She said that Moscow Radio's 
Polish langrage servke broad- 
cast a report about Mr Scargill's 
letter which tried to give the 
impression that bis riews were 
representative of the trade union 
movement. 

Mr Evans's statement referred 
several times to the need to come 
to the aid of free trade unions 
around the world. “The General 
Council has not lost sight of the 
need to preserre free trade 
unions. Their fight is our fight 
and we sink or swim together.” 

He said that threats to peace 
were used as 2 prelext for 
restricting trade unions and the 
independent unions in Chile, 
Turkey and Poland were the only 
channels available {or attempts 
at overcoming crises facing their 
countries.

work, and more work. Surely this is 
disingenuosş: {here must be something 
more. apart from the conspicuously 
good business hcad. Some talent, like 
Gubbay’s for spotling 2 hole in the 
market and then conjuring up the 
appropriale plug? 

It would scem not: Weldon may be a 
supplicr of work and a filer of theatres. 
but he is not an initiator like Gubba 
he has a faith in the drawing capacity 
of star actors, rather than in the value 


of an innovative repertoire. Urea! and 


Small notwithstanding. So we are back 
to the basic commodity of hard work. 
Weldon makes clawing motions in the 
air and says. with a sudden grimness: 
“Clawing your way up. That's whal it 
is. Clawing and clawing.” 

The clawing begins at 7.00 cach 
morning when he reccives what he 
calls “ny alarm call". In fact it comes 


irom the agent Richard Stone, who 


slays talking for half an hour about 
business and clients. six mornings a 
week. "Richard is a close friend. 
though. He (ells me Im the only 
person he knows who gcls started û5 
carly as thai, so he can get me out of 
the way for the day.” 

Weldon works in Waldorf Cham- 
bers. high above 1hce Aldwych. in whal 
used to be Ivor Novello's fal. His own 
office is the old music room. and his 
desk stands where thé grand piano 
uscd to be. Through the door is the 
bedroom where tlc composer diced in 
J951. On lhe walls of the passage are 
lhe posters of Weldon's productions. 
slretching back into the 1Pbfs, 

"Hard work.” he suys. “The facl is 
ihat I am in love with the theatre. and i 
find the quiet days harder than the 
busy oncs. Whatever success I may 
have had I owe 1o the fact that I am 
quite simply ready lo pul in more 
hours than anybody cise. In this 
business vou can’t hope lo put in ninc- 
1{o-five hours five days a vwcck and 
cxpecl to make a go of it." 

It is hardly surprisıng that Weldon 
regards theatrical subsidy as a mixed 
blessing. “Don't get me wrong. I am 
nor againsl il. I simply belicve that it 
carries thc danger ûf making the 
recipient lazy, If 1 do a show. it is 
either my own or my triends’ monty.” 
He has litle time for subsidized 
companics who compliin about going 
through a lean timc. thin put on “afl 
obscure. 12-set, 3U-hand play” 


Weldon stresses that his profits are 


not calossal. and thal anyway the 
theatre is not a profession which 
altracis aspiring moncy=makers, 


Which takes him back again to his call- 
boy times: “in those dars I madc Ei a 
week. and evcrylhing Î got paid was 
total profit.

October Joan Plowright and Frank

the round of pantomirmes, which stil 


represent for Weldon one of the most’ 


rewarding forms of entertainment, 

As with Gubbay, it is the eclecticism 
of his operation that pre-empts harsh 
criticism of his fiscal motivation. He 
too has had his flops - most recently 
the controversial Great and Sınall 
when in Manchester. As a producer in 
the unusual position of working almost 
entirely without “angels”, he realizes 
1hat it is only the profits from box- 
office success that will finance the lean 
periods. 

That “nice Jewish boy made good" 
iag of Gubbay’s really applies to 
Weldon only if you accept that his 
father, in the best and worst of Jewish 
traditions, was not cxactly supportive 
about the young Duncan's ambitions 
in the theatre. 

“The family business was a chain of 
photographic shops. and my father 
said I could either join it or go into the 
theatre. But he said, if you go into the 
theatre you can piss off. Well, I wasn't 
going to become a roving vagabond 
with no means of income, so Î joined 
the business.” 

Like many a Jewish son before him, 
he was worked harder by his father 
than were any of the other employees. 
but hc also managed to make the link 
between his lol and his vocation by 
1aking publicity photos for provincial 
1heaircs. In this way he became 
friendly with several actors, parlicu- 
larly David Kossoff He was even 
asked by the actor to help wean his son 
Paul from his drug addiction. The 
eflort failed. of course, and Paul died a 
few years later. 

Weldon describes his carly progress 
as a producer as “doing plays with 
David, then doing plays without 
David...the rest of the story. you 
know". Well, not quite. We know that 
he employs more actors than the 
National Theatre and Royal Shakes- 


punters and, of course, watching the 
seats fill up. Until the returns of the 
Barbican’s own questionnaires come in 
during October, ıt is hard to categorize 
with any accuracy Gubbay's constitu- 
ency. He knows that 52 per cent of his 
bookings are through credit card, but 
agrees that this could mêan many 
things; he knows also that the Barbican 
bus, commuting from the centre to the 
main rail terminals, has twice as many 
passengers on his nights. But again, 
this could be confusing evidence. “It 
could be that my audiences come from 
the suburbs and beyond rather than 
from the centre. or that they arc simply 
too mean to take a cab.” Or both. The 
one certainty is that they come. 


Working 
hard, playing 
hard 


Duncan Weldon’s love affair with the 
theatre began when he was a 12-year- 
old in Southport; 30 ycars later it 
remains a grand passion which con- 
sumes him for 17 hours of the day. 
Like Gubbay, he is at one of his shows 
nearly every night and, again like 
Gubbay,. he has plenty to choose from 
since his company. Triumph Apollo, 
wil by the end of 1he year have 
mounted no . fewer than 40 pro 
ductions. 

Of that total. some 20 will have 
appeared in London. mosl of them 
having toured in the provinces first. 
Already this ycar Weldon has put on 
the Haymarket reperlory scason with 
Hcartbreak House, School for Scandal, 
Uncle Fanya and Kean. When Peter 
Ustinov’s play Beethoven's Tenth goes 
fo 1he Ahmanson Theaire in Los 
Angeles. he is enginecring an cxchange 
involving Jack Lemmon and Charlton 
Heston. The list goes on and on. In

brash, in conventional concert hall 
terms, with their circled RG logos and 
immediately identifiable house style. 
Yet a closer perusal of the programmes 
revcals a range of performers in which 
Harry Rabinowitz cohabits with 
Richard Hickox, G and S with Mozart, 
Rifkin with Beethoven. Massed 
Guards with the Philharmonia. 

“it is true that [I have created my 
own following over the years.” says 
Gubbay, “and that 1 have built up 
what you might call a brand image 
. . . yes. of course Fve had my failures. 
I suppose the most recent example was 
when I promoted a concert perform= 
ance of The Gondoliers, which. I agree, 
doesn" sound particularly original. 1 
got hold of Richard Hickox, who 
brought his favourite singers. I1 was a 
fantastic line-up. In vears to come, 
people will look at that programme 
and say: ‘How could they have 
afforded that group of singers? Jt was a 
fantastically good performance. It 
should have been recorded and kept 
for posteritv. But nobody came. We 
had just 600 people, I think. OK, so I 
learnt. If people don't want to come, 
they won't, so we won" do anything 
like that again.” 

For the most part, however, Gubbay 
gets it right, Despite the basic rental of 
£1,000 a night for the Barbican, plus 
124% per cent of the takings. plus fees 
that range between a few hundred and 
several thousands of pounds for the 
top performers, plus the overheads of 
his four-strong operation in Tolten= 
ham Court Road, he still makes a 
profit which he describes, with a gale of 
laughter that sounds remarkably like 
euphemism, as “reasonable". Then he 
adds: “In commercial terms. what I do, 
1o apn outsidcr. is not particularly 
attractive or viable. J] enjoy it because 
it's fun. and because I can earn my 
living this way.” 

As in Weldon’s case, the formula 
must be matched in equal part by 
workaholism, and there is never a 
Gubbay concert in London at which its 
instigator is not present. looking 
around. talking to the players, specu- 
lating on the social profile of his

H eldon entered the theatre at the age 
cf 12. working as a call-boy for three 
ears in his home l(own af Southport. It 
was the beginning of thetelevision age, 
and his passion was lo see and to take 
autographs fron: such television 
rrlecarities as Tic Oliver when they 
cante touring lo his local theatre. Now 
he ıi the chairman and managing 
dırccior af Triumph Apollo. one of the 
iıtg forces in world drama. 

Hile the Iwo men work in highly 
cantrasiing media, there are some 
luniirualing parallels in their ascenls.

Raymond Gubbay agrees there are 
similarities between himself and Dun- 
can Weldon: "Well, for a start. we are 
both nice Jewish boys made good.” 
There, is a certain truth in this. but it 
nceds qualifying. For while Weldon 
cernes from an affluent middle-class 
family, albeit one which had precious 
lie connexion with the performing 
artš. Gubbay has clawed his way up 
{rom modest Golders Green origins. 

Still only 37. he is arguably the most 
successful promoter of popular classi- 
cal music in the country, more so even 
than Victor Hochhauser, for whom he 
worked 19 years ago for a most 
infnrmative "10 months. 28 days and 
17^ hours”. ١ 

Ry the end of this year be wil have 
presented more than 100 concerts in 
London at the Barbican Centre, of 
which there is no greater fan than be, 
and a similar number at centres such 
as the Queen Elizabeth Hall, Fairfield 
Hali. and in the provinces. 

„He readily admits that he and his 
wife are 1hzir own Joe Public, and that 
his childhood immersion in the 
Strauss/Vienna mode has greatly 
intormed bis professional judgments. 
His democratic tastes have won him 
mot only the support of the public but 
1he scepticism, occasiorally manifest 
ing itself as grudging acclaim, of the 
classical music cstablishment Of the 
four London orchestras, the London 
Sımphony appears the most embar- 
rasşea by his advance. for while their 
performances at the Barbican have had 
houses often no higher than 65 per cent 
capacity. 40 of Gubbay’s first 50 
concerls at the centre were sell-outs, 
ihe average turnout has been 90 per 
dnt. and only three evenings have 
tilled fewer than half the seats. 

+ His simple but unassailable philos- 
pohy of “giving the people what they 
want to sce” has brought him into a 
somewhat uojJikely' alliance with Tony 
Banks, chairman of the Greater 
London Council's art and recreation 
dumnıiltce. After all, Gubbay himself 
is a ”... go On. say it. A successful 
capitalist”. while Banks is a ™“... thal’s 
right. one of Red Ken's bunch". Yet 
compare these two credos,. the first set 
ûlit by Banks in a recent letter to Zhe 
Tiines, and the second by Gubbay. 

Banks: “The civic leaders who 
brought these great (London concert) 
hails into bcing with public money 
wanted 1hem to have excellent stan- 
dards, but would not want to see therm 
half empiy as they are now. There 
must be much better marketing of 
concerts sO that they compele strongly 
«ith going to the cinema and theatre. 
going out to dinner or staying at home 
with hi-fi or video.” 

Gubbay: "From the programmes 
wirich I mount, people do look at what 
cise is going an in the concert halls. 
There is a sorl of cross-fertilization. Hf 
they come along 10 mine, maybe theyll 
go to somsone elses and if they go to 
someone else's maybe theyll come 
along to mine.”

Computer holiday camps are the latest 


thing for youngsters who get more 


fun out of programming than building 


sand castles.

This point has becn 
made by Mr E C Ashby, an 
orthoraedic surgeon. in a review of 
loin and groin pain in L'pdate. a 
postgraduate medical magazine. 

Doctors can often demonstrate that 
the pfin comes from the spine by 
showing that it is related to posture 
and movement. Loin and groin pain 
can cause such anxiety that patients 
{ind itl hard to beclicve that it 
sometimes stems from back trouble 
and not always from sexual indis- 
cretion.

There are now about two miltion 
compuers in Britain —- more per head 
of populaton than any other country. 
For increasing numbers of children, 
hooked on computing. the idea of a 
perfect holiday is not hours with 
buckets and spades but days spent 
gazing into television screens, playing 
computer games and writing computer 
programs, in computer holiday camps. 

Computers have been called divorce 
makers. Husbands who become 
obsessed with computing lend to lock 
themselves away in a spare mM, 
ignoring their wives and families. 
Children can disappear for bours of 
solitary play with thcir sophisticated 
toy. Computers can become addictive. 

Peter John. aged 13, from Northum-= 
berland. explained: “Time flies and I 
get so envolved in writing programs 
that it is difficul to even to {urn round 
1o look at a clock. so 1 usually set my 
alarm clock, When it goes. 1 stop.” He 
has written a program which, he says 
ensures he’ receives higher marks at 
maths and he thinks that programming 
has made him think more logically. “Î 
didn"l get 1he point of algebra and 
trigonometry until [ gol my com- 
puter.” he said. 

For children like Peter. tradional 
family holidays can seem dull.

acquired toxoplasmosis: apparentlv he 
has i1 in the lymphatic, socalled mild, 
form which has similar symptoms to 
glandular fever: enlarged lymph 
glands, muscle pains. a t1ermperalurt, 
and a general feeling of being vaguely 
unwell. Recovery is slow, it somelimes 
becomes chronic, and can, in suscep- 
tible people with lowered resistance, 
occasionally occur in an acute form. 

AlJtbough all animals can be infected 
by toxoplasmosis, it is only in the cat's 
gul that the parsaitic protozoan 
organism, foxoplasma condii, TEprO- 
duces: 1he oocysts form there are 
passed in the cat's faeces. which can 
then contaminate badly stored food, or 
poorly washed hands. 

Serious consequences can follow an 
infection during pregnancy: blood tesis 
show that two or thrce of every 1,000 
pregnant British women. catch the 
disease. About 30 per cent of infected 
mothers transmit the organism to their 
unborn child. but fortunatcly only a 
tiny fraction of them are born with or 
later develop the clinical signs of 
congenital toxoplasmosis which can 
include disabling complications result- 
ing from brain and eve disease. Even 
so it scems that this disease is 
responsible for one in every 500 
severely menially retarded childrer. 

Contrary to 1: the disease is 
not rare, only rarely diagnosed. Careful 
studies with blood testing have shown 
thal i per cent of the population is 
infected every year. The rmedical 
lessons are obvious. Cats should not be 
allowed in the kitchen. dining roam or 
nursery, and their owners should wash 
their hands very carefully, if they have 
stroked the cat and intend to eat.

The era of the Twiggy phenomenon 
and the fashion industry's remorseless 
preoccupation with slimness has 
coincided with anı urıprecendented 
Increase in the prevalence of eating 
disorders in 1eenage girls and young 
women. Anorexia nervosa and bulimia 
nervosa are serious disorders with far 
reaching physical. emotional and 
social consequences and they can 
make life a misery for ihe victims and 
their families. Their treatment poses a 
major challenge to medical services 
and self help organizations, While 
many questions abouı these disorders 
remain unanswcred, there is wide- 
spread agrecment that the social 
pressure on women to be slim is one of 
ihe major causative factors. 

The “classic Biba dolly" and the 
“beautiful skinny people” may have 
bcen a “desiogner’s dream". but {he 
quest for an unrealislic and unaltain- 
able ideal has turned into a secret 
nightmare for thousands of women. 
Still in fear 
From a reader in south-west London 
As one of those “battered wives” we 
hear so much about, I would like to 
puı another side of the access righis 
controversy. 

„ For years I was married to a very 
violent man until 1 finally escaped 
with my two sons to a Woman's Aid 
refuge. In due course I obtained 
various injunctions. custody orders 
and my decrees. Because 1 feel that 
my sons had a right to see him I did 
not fight the access order. I am now 
committed. for the next 10 years, to 
making sure that the children are at 
3 certain place a1 a certain time three 
Sundays a month. 

What this means is that [l can 
never be free of him. He will always 
know where I am, what I do, whom 
l1 sce and who visits me; he 
questions the children about this all 
ıhe time. 

1I lost my home and all my 
possessions {my fear of reprisal 
nulweighed everything else), and TI 
«an hardly be said to have gained 
my freedom or even peace of mind. 
Having lived in fear of this man for 
ycars I find I am still living in fear of 
him — because the access rights 
demand that I have to do so. 


In 19§0 heal disease. normally 
associated with middle . obesity 
and high blood pressure, Killed 1,373 
children under 14 - almost I1 in cveı 
100 deaths of children. The number is 
no only surprising but alarming. 
Ruscarch funds are paltry: even the 
British Heart Foundation gave only 
3.7 per cent of ils budget of 
£12.386,000 over the last five years to 
rssearch in paediatric cardiology. The 
uvauses of congenilal heart disease -— 
heart defecis from birth - are relatively 
unexplored. 

“We do know that drugs like 
thalidomide and, to a much lesser 
extent, phenytoin, used against epi- 
lepsy. can cause damage. So can 
erman measles contracled during 
pregnancy," said Professor Fergus 
Macariney. who holds the British 
Heart Foundation’s Vandervell Chair 
of Pacdiairic Cardiology at ihe 
Instituie of Child Healih in London 
and is also an honorary consultant at 
ûreal Ormond Sireet Hospital. 

“Sometimes problems are located in 
the electrical wiring of the heart in the 
atrioventricular junction. dividing 
upper chambers from lower.” he said. 
"But till recenlly these problems were 
very. very difficult to sorl out even 
»ıth the most sophisticaled methods.” 

Last year Great Ormond Street 
vurrıcd oul open-hcarl operations on 
150 children with congenital heart 
dısease. About two-thirds of the 
sullerers do so very well wilh surgery 
and go on to lead normal. unrestricted 
lııes. But a third either cannot be 
operaled on or remain in ill health 
afier surgery the professor said.

Sir Keith: I is very considerable 
indeed...

As a fighier pilot I am excited 
because I have known the 
shortcomings of our existing 
ground environment, although E 
don’! want to sell that short, Our 
present radars are jolly good in 
peace-time. They are very well 
designed. but they are very static 
and very vulnerable, They are not 
backed by a fast digital data-link. 
and so there are many disadvan- 
tages to them. and we have becn 
conscious of these for a very long 
ime. 


It is therefore very exciing to 
be reaching a situation where 
improvemenis are incorporated 
that we have been talking about lo 
my knowledge for 20 ytars. The 
fact tbat il is coming in at the 
same time as the Nimrod 
Airborne Early Warming aircraft 
and the Tomado air defence 
variant means that really the air 
defence of the LIK is going to be 
very much better based than it 
has been al any time in peace-limce. 


And we. I think, demonstrated 
this capability bv sending a 
Tornado from Horington in 
Suffolk to simulate an aitack on 
Akrotiri in Cyprus and then 
relurn ...It is a complex oper- 
ation and it will require you to be 
able to operate your tankers with 
some confidence in areas which 
we do regard as benign, but there 
are limits 1o the range of Soviet 
fighters. 

The air defences of the United 
Aingdaom have been very weak for 
many years. How do you see the 
position now? 

Sir Keith: What we are doing is 
raising our air defence capability 
from the very low level that was 
established after the 1957 defence 
review, when il was required only 
to meet lhe trip-wire threat. We 
have known cver since (hat we 
have not had enough fighters in 
this country. We have done a 
great deal within the very limited 
resources available to us to 
improve the number avaılable. 
We have gone up from 60 
Lightnings in the mid-1960s and 
we will have by the end of 1983 
well over 120 air defence aircraft 
in the United Kingdom and West 
Germany. That does not include 
the aircraft we have in the 
Falklands. and we will also have 
the missile-carrying Hawks,

Jus? how important is the 
enhanced capability for inflight 
refuelling going 1o he, nor only in 
the cortaa ef rhe Falklands. but 
more gcnerallY in relation 1o the 
RAF's Nato conımitmenıs? 


Sir Keith: The TriStars were 
bought reallv on the Falklands bill 
because of 1he complexity of 
organizing the Falklands air 
bridge. particularly with the 
relauvely small fucl carriers like 
the Victor and the VC-10. But 
although they were bought for the 
Falklands commitment, they 
clearly have a tremendous capa- 
bility to be used within the Nato 
scene and any other areas of 
activity. So it is a very useful 
enhancement of our capability. 


In the context of a war in North 
Europe, would not air tankers be 
so vulnerable 1o artack as to quite 
drastically reduce their value? 


Sir Keith: If you look at a map 
of the Warşaw Pact area you can 


‘devise in-flight refuelling brackets 


that would provide, for example, 
Tornado with a substantial 
amount of fuel in benign areas. at 
height, so that they could for 
instance attack airfields in the 
Kola Peninsular or penetrate 
through to Poland and western 
Russia.

In a move reminiscent of 
the recent French action to 
limit imports of video tape 
recorders by insisting they be 
delivered to only one inac- 
cessible location, the Cana- 
hare reduced the 
number of customs officers 
empowered to clear clothing 
irıports to just 26. 

The resulting delays. de- 
signed to bring down imports 
of shirts, blouses, skirts, and 
other low-cost cotton cloth- 
ing from the Far East, is 
causing anguish to British 
manufacturers of cold weath- 
er garments such as oOver- 
coats, jackets and knitwear. 
As winter approaches, they 
claim that they are in danger 
of missing the vital selling 
season. 

The Canadian action, 
which could cause another 
dent in the sourîng trade 
relations between North 
America and the European 
Community, follows the in- 
troduction of special mea- 
sures last month that alow 
only those customs officers 
who have received “special 
training” to clear clothing 
shipments. 

Montreal now has only six 
such officers, Toronto has 
five and Vancouver three, 
with the remaining 12 scat- 
tered around all other Cana- 
dian entry points.

which J. Arthur Rank 
opened in 1936 to rival 
Hollywood haye found a 
profttable role as an outpost 
of LA, 

“Around 90 per cent of 
our custom comes from 
America and has done for 
several years," said NMIr 
Cyril Howard, Pinewood"s 
managing director, who 
joined the studio as a trainee 
41 years ago. “You have to 
face the fact that 60 per cent 
of the world's box office is in 
America and four per cent in 
the United Kingdom.” 

The reality of the power 
ofthe American box office is 
brought home by the nature 
of the films currently being 
made at Pinewood. Ale- 
xander Salkind, who has 
made three Superman films 
at the studios, is currently 
making Supergirl, a $25m 
epic due for release next 
summer. 

The film has involved the 
creation of an Illinois main 
strett, complete with gas 
station, fried chicken par- 
lour and bar, to rival an 
earlier Salkind spectacular 
at Pinewood, the city street 
created for Superman JI 
which was the largest set 
seen at the studios since the 
Elizabeth Taylor/Richard 
Burton production, Cleopa- 
ira.
